Palestine Disturbances— 


Eighth. Week 


HE Palestine disorders have now continued for nearly two 
months, and the spectacle of Britain's impotence in face of 
the outbreak is disheartening to her friends and injurious 

to her prestige. Arson and shootings go on unchecked. Oaly last 
Monday one of the worst of the outrages occurred, when a 
bomb was thrown, inside the Jaffa Gate, into a fruit and vegetable 
market. More than a dozen persons were afterwards found bleed- 
ing and shrieking on the ground, and all, including several women. 
were Arabs or Armenians. The intention of the miscreant who 
committed the crime was to terrorise the frequenters of 
the market so as to make the interruption of business 
more complete. In pursuit of his nefarious purpose he 
cared not who was maimed or who died! And the 
strike still persists, fed by considerable funds whose source 
is still . undisclosed, just as the origin of the arms with 
which the rioters seem to be increasingly furnished, remains 
apparently a mystery. Recently, after a policy which the 
Manchester Guardian aptly describes as “a mixture of firmness. 
weakness and conciliation,” the authorities deported a number 
of the chief Arab organisers and strengthened the Press 
Censorship. Their action is belated. It should have beén 
initiated when they were warned of the coming danger and 
when the firebrand Arab press was fomenting strife. It 
succeeded a period of parleying with the disturbers of the peace 
during which a Royal ‘Commission was offered, if only order 
were restored. The Government haggled with the men who 
had called for instead of putting them 
under arrest. They even, for a time, engaged for the official 
transport service some of the Arab drivers who were on 
strike. The new Colonial Secretary appears to extenuate 
the hesitation shown in dealing withthe Arab agitators with 
the argument that the leaders say this is a strike,” But 
the strike is not one of the customary industrial character. 
lt is not .based on Arab economic grievances. It is purely 


civil disobedience,”’ 


political and engineered by a number of men with axes of their 
own to grind, and its sole purpose is to bring life in Palestine 
to a standstill and overthrow the constitution of the country. 
That was not a movement to handle with kid gloves! 

The results of the Government weakness are apparent 
to-day in the continuing acts of violence, the mounting toll of 
human lives and the savage destruction of Jewish propérty. In 


‘this connection it is imperative to reiterate once more a 


denial already made. Newspapers in this country still persist 
in speaking of an Arab-Jewish clash or of Arab Jewish dis- 
turbances. Thereis no such clash, for the simple reason that the 
Palestine Jews havesteadily refugedto make a bad situation worse 
by engaging the enemy, and have relied instead on the firmness 
of the British authorities in performing a manifest and elemen- 
tary duty. The clash is not between Arab and Jew but between 
the Arab andthe Mandatory Power, and the attacks on Jews are 
only a means of descrediting the Mandate and with it the 
But the fortitude of the 
Jews under intense provocation, the moral courage they have 
shown and are showing, their calm if confident restraint and 
dignity, remain the only redeeming features in a black and 
discreditable situation. We could only wish that the Govern- 
ment at home would have the grace and the fairness to 
acknowledge as much! 

The position now is that the unofficial negotiations between 
the Higher Arab Committee and the Emir of Trans-Jordan, 
started with the object of finding a peace formula, have broken 
down. No one in his senses could have expected any other 
result seeing that the price demanded was, as a minimum, the 
suspension of Jewish immigration into Palestine during the 
period of the Royal Commission's inquiries. The Colonial 
Secretary bravely repeats his predecessor's declaration that 
the Royal Commissien will not go out to Palestine until the 
British Administration is once more master of the country, 
until law and order have definitely been restored, and acts of 
violence have been stopped. Less than this refusal to be 
stampeded ‘by violence into surrender was inconceivable in 
present conditions, in which the war cry of some of the Arabs 


is “The Government is afraid of us!” But is the despatch 
of the Roy al Commission a wise act at all? Has it not, from 
the first, been regarded by the Arabs as a concession to the 
tactics of force ? Would not its arrival be a signal for increased 
tension and intensified disorder designed to demonstrate to the 
Commissioners just how strongly the Arabs feel about their 
“ grievances”? And what good, in any case, could come of a 
further investigation, seeing that, as Dr. WEIZMANN recently 
said, the country has already been investigated and _ re-investi- 
gated? Mr. Ormspy-GoreE told the House of Commons last 
Tuesday, that he was confident that on the basis of the Com- 
missions recommendations “means will be found within the 
framework of the Mandate, with its dual obligations, to establish 
lasting peace and contentment among the people of Palestine.” 
But the warning, “ hands off the Mandate!” if delivered by the 
Commission, will not placate the extremists who have stirred 
all the excitement. It is just the Mandate that they are out 
to destroy! Moreover, since the many Jewish grievances are 
also to be considered—and they are very real ones, including 
the opening to Jews of: the waste lands, and Jewish employ- 


ment in the public services—the way to an accomniodation’ 


with the Arabs will nat be eased. 

The Jews who have gone into the Yishuv have no stronger 
wish than to live at peace with the Arab inhabitants... They 
can point, with justification, to the benefits they have conferred 
on this population—to their increased wealth and numbers. 
They can claim, as Sir ROBERT WALEY COHEN has just said in 
a letter to The Times that “not only has the Arab population 
swarmed and expanded around all the Jewish colonies, brut 
Palestine has been free from unemployment during the long 
years of depression and Arab wages have risen steadily to three 
times their. level in neighbouring countries.”” Indeed, what 
sort of a hell for the Arabs can Palestine be when some 
20,000 of their kinsmen have poured over the frontiers into 
the country, anxtous to savour the delights of the 
Mandated territory ?. A great many Peace-loving Arabs are

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anxious for an end to the disturbances. In an important 
article in The Times Dr. WEIZMANN shows that there was no 
Arab hostility to Jewish plans in Palestine at the time of the 
Peace Conference. Those plans were approved by the late 
EMIR FEISAL, and the conversations that then took place issued 
in a “Treaty of Friendship” between the EMIR, represent- 
ing the Kingdom of the Hedjaz, and Dr. WEIZMANN, acting 
on behalf of the Zionist Organisation. 

It is true that this Treaty was made conditional on the 
granting of certain Arab demands, but it shows that there was 
then no hatred of the Jewish National Home as such. In fact, 
in a letter addressed to Professor FRANKFURTER, in March, 
‘1919, the Eire expressed the deepest sympathy with the 
Zionist movement. The essential thing now is to revive 
the Arab mentality of those days, and that can best be done 
by making it plain that the Mandate has come to stay, and 
that no attempt to tamper with or restrict it will be tolerated. 
Once that is done the Was will be prepared for that ra: proche- 
ment with the Arabs which Jews have so long desired and which 
is as natural as it is tragically overdue ! 


Notes of the Week 


IN the year 1922 the Assembly of the League. of Nations made 


a declaration to the effect that States which 
THE LEAGUE

GERMAN JEWS 


were not bound by minority provisions should, 
nevertheless, treat their racial, national or 
religious minorities with a justice and tolerance 
at least equal to those laid down in the Minorities 
Eleven years later, the Sixth Committee of the Assembly 
proposed to add to that declaration a paragraph stating that the 
principle must be applied without exception to all classes of 
nationals of a State which differ from the majority of the 
population in race, language or religion. That proposal fell to 
the ground, for the sole reason that Germany opposed it in the 
Assembly, and League resolutions are not binding unless unani- 
mously approved. A month after the Assembly closed Germany 
announced her intention to quit the League, and since then we have 
had the Nuremberg Laws. ‘The question is now whether, Germany 
having withdrawn, and the only obstacle having therefore dis- 
appeared, the proposal of the Sixth Committee should not again be 
brought before the Assembly at its next regular meeting and passed. 
The whole attitude of the League in this matter has been deplorably 
weak. It has lessened the League's prestige and disheartened its 

It is to be hoped that the September Assembly will see an 
end of all this flabbiness and. that a stand will once for all be made 
against wrongs which, in the words of the late High Commissioner 
for German Refugees, constitute a source of unrest and perplexity in 
the world and a challenge to the conscience of mankind.

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Obituary 


Sin CHARLES 8S. NATHAN (Australia) 


The death is reported from Perth, Western Australia, at the age 
of sixty-six, of Sir Charles Samuel Nathan, an active worker in 
oromoting the development of Australian trade. 

A New Zealander by birth, Sir Charles was educated at the 
Normal Schools, Christchurch. Subsequently he went to Western 
Australia and became Managing Director of Messrs. Adkins, Ltd., 
of Perth. In 1919, he was elected a member of the Executive 
of the Forests Products Research Laboratory, and from 1920 to 1925 
was Chairman of the Western Australian Council of Industrial 
Development. In 1921, the deceased was a State representative on 
the Commonwealth Council of Science and Industry, and at the same 
time was a member of the Western Australian Trade Delegation 
to British Malaya and Java. At the British Empire Exhibition, 
1924-25. Sir Charles was a Commissioner for Australia; he was Vice- 
Chairman of the Commonwealth Development and Migration Com. 
mission, 1926-27: a member of the Executive Council of Scientific 
and Industrial Research, 1927-28: Commonwealth Missioner to 
England on Migration and Finance in 19283; and a member of the 
Commonwealth Employment .Council in 1952. From 1930 to 1934, 
he was a member of the Western Australian Legislative Councri. 
Sir Charles was created a C.B.E. in 1926, and. a Kuight in 1928. He 
leaves a widow and two sons. 


THe Rev. EDWIN COLLINS 

A Correspondent writes: 

Many readers of THe JewisH CHRONICLE will learn with regret 
of the sudden death on Monday, of the Rev. Edwin Collins, of hew 
(sardens, while staying at Clayton, Staffs., with his son, Mr. E, G. 
Collins, Art Master at the High School, Newcastle-under-Lyme. 

Mr. Collins who was in his seventy ninth year was a surviving 
member of one of the oldest and most distinguished Anglo-Jewish 
families, and was recently honoured by His Late Majesty King 
tieorge by being included in the Civil List for his services to the 
study of Medieval Philosophy and his contributions to Anglo-Jewish 
Literature. Mr. Collins traced his descent from the Baal Shem, 
who settled in England early in the eighteenth century. His 
publications included the first volumes of “ The Wisdom of the 
Kast” series, published by Jolin Murray. One of them, “ The 
Wisdom of Israel,”’ was the earliest English translation of extracts 
from the Babylonian Talmud, and “The Duties of the Heart,’’ 
which went through four editions, was a translation with critical 
introduction, of Bachya’s “ Duties of the Heart.” 

The deceased was the son of the late Dr. Judah Collins, and of 
Rosa Emma Collins (née Silaman), a nephew of the late Sir John 
Simon, the last.of the English Serjeants-at-Law, and of the late 
Charles Salaman, the composer, the only Jew to be honoured with 
a Memorial Service in Westminster Abbey. Rosa Emma Salaman, 
his mother, was a well-known poetess and translator of Hebrew and 
German works, a volume of whose poems was the only book to be 
accepted by Her Late Majesty Queen Victoria during the year of 
mourning for Prince Albert. 3 

Mr. Collins was a Hollier Hebrew scholar of London University, 
and studied Semitic languages and Philosophy at the Universities of 
Marburg and Paris. He numbered among his friends many non- 
Jewish Hebrew scholars, including the late Canon Box. who referred 
extensively to the works of Edwin Collins in his book “ The Religion 
and Worship of the Synagogue.” At the 1932 Academy the portrait 
of Mr. Collins, painted by R. G. Eves, A.R.A., attracted much attention, 
Members of his family were prominent in many of the professions 
and in spheres of Anglo-Jewish life. Several Synagogues, including 
the Princes Road Synagogue, Liverpool, were designed by a cousin, 
Hyman Collins, the architect. 

At the time of his death, Mr. Collins was engaged upon a book 
on the translation of the Bible, with particular reference to the 
differentiation of Hebrew Synonyms, an extract from which 
appeared recently in THE JEWIsH CHRONICLE. He was also working, 
at the suggestion of Dr. Gaster, on a history of the Collins’ family in 
connection with the founding of the Western Synagogue, with 
which they were closely associated. 

The funeral was on Wednesday at the Stoke-on-Trent Jewish 
Cemetery, and was attended by his family. The Service was 
conducted by the Rev. M. Isaacs. Mr. Collins leaves a widow, five 
sons and two daughters. One son was killed in the Great War.

Though not a Jew by faith, I have a burning 
admiration for this noble and dignified race. ... Therefore, it was 
impossible for me to accept an award which was given to me and 
to Herr Hitler, because of the terrible persecution, the monstrous 
injustices and the abominable crueltiecs which are even now being 
laid upon the Jewish race in Germany. ‘To have accepted it would 
have been to—almost—betray those people tagwhose race I partly 
belong and who have been my gool1 and loyal friends all my life.” 

Well, this striking action of a “ fifty-per-cent. Jew.” is cheering to 
the hundred-per-cent. ones—and perhaps a lesson to some of them! 


The Limit?

WEEK ANARCHY 


Administration's Pitiable Failure 


ARAB ATTACKS EMEK 


The eighth week of disorders in Palestine has been marked by 
unabated bombing, shooting and destruction on the part of Arab 
hooligans. The events all point to pitiable inefficiency on the part of the 
authorities, who are now reaping the results of disregarding the repeated 
warnings from Jewish leaders for months past. Insufficient control has 
permitted Arab assassins to accumulate arms and ammunition, while 
even now Jews are forbidden to carry firearms for self-defence. 

With the exile of strike leaders to concentration camps 
and a steady increase in the strength of the British forces in 
Palestine—there are now eight battalions of infantry, besides 
various supporting units—it is hoped that the situation may 
Nevertheless, Mr. 
Ormsby-Gore’'s statement in the House of Commons, that the 
improvement in Palestine. had not been maintained, would 
seem to indicate that grave anxiety still persists. The country 
of Palestine is admittedly well suited for guerilla warfare, yet 
itis being regarded as inexcusable that eight battalions of British 
soldiers should be-unable to. maintain order’in a country no 
bigger than Wales. 


Pitched Battle at Ain Harod 


An attack by more than 100 armed Arabs on the colony of Ain 
Harod, on ‘Tuesday might, developed into a pitched battle when police, 
joined by detachments of the Transjordan Frontier Force and a 
platoon of soldiers, opéned tire on them with rifles and Lewis guns. 

The Arabs -began to fire on Ain Harod from the hillsides, at the 
same time cutting all telephone wires. Parties of police, however, 
soon arrived from Beisan and Affula and of soldiers from Nazareth. 
The firing lasted for over two hours, but there were no casualties « xeept 
among the Arabs. 

Reuter reports that the Jewish police behaved with great courage 
dunng ‘the encounter. 

Fifty Arabs ambushed a Jewish police patrol car at Kfar Yeheskiel 
the same night, whilst it was visiting Jewish watchmen in the Emek 
colomes. Joseph Tabor, the driver, was seriously wounded. The 
Jewish constable in the car retaliated with rifle fire and a passing 
military trolley patrol assisted in repulsing the marauders. 


On Thursday evening in last week, British and Palestinian 
constables heard shots from a grove near the suburb of Shechunat 
Shapira, south of Tel-Aviv. When they went to investigate they 
encountered two armed men, whom they challenged, fired at and 
wounded. The men were found to be Jews, armed with automatic 
revolvers. A search being made in the house where they lived, a 
revolver and two bombs were found. The landlord was arrested. 

Mr. Ben Yehuda, one of the men, died in hospital the next day. 
He arrived in Palestine three years ago from Esthonia. Mr. 
Hirschberg, who was also wounded, is recovering. 

The funeral was held on Sunday. In accordance with the 
regulations regarding funerals of victims of the disturbances, only 
@ small number of people attended. Mr. Katznelson, at the con- 
clusion of his address, said that Ben Yahuda fell as a martyr for 
the defence of the Yishuy. The Yishuy is not permitted to defend 
itself, he declared, referring to the refusal of the Palestine Govern- 
ment to allow Jews to carry arms for self-defence, but it will, 


nevertheless, resist all attacks and will not wait until outside help 
is forthcoming. 


Jewish Watchman Shot 


On Saturday morning, Moshe Misrahi, a watchman from Rishon 
le Zion, assisted two British soldiers, who were drunk, through the 
colony back to their barracks at Sarafand. According to a PALcor 
report, on parting one of the soldiers suddenly fired at the watchman 
whereupon both soldiers fled. | 

The official communiqué issued on Sunday, reports that two men 
of the Royal Air Force were responsible for the incident, The men 
were coming from a wine depot in the colony and began a quarrel 
with the watchman. Both soldiers were placed under arrest. 

The authorities have forbidden the Hebrew press to make any 

reference to the incidents at Shechunat Shapira and Rishon le Zion, 
Shots were fired on Sunday afternoon at a convoy of six ’buseg

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Government Action Fails 


Palestine Pays for Ineffective Troops 
No Serious Attempt to Curb Malefactors 
NEED FOR MAILED FIST 


['rom our Correspondent —JERUSALEM, June 4th | 


Murder and arson are still abroad, and the voice of the terrorist 
instead of the turtle of which King Solomon spoke as the harbinger of 
.pring, is heard in the land. Jewish pedestrians and travellers are still 
being shot down in.eold blood; trees are savagely destroyed, and the 
torch is put to standing crops. Lawlessness has not been checked in 
ny appreciable measure; curfew regulations in Jerusalem are no 
deterrent to the cruminal lurking in ambush; and the Government has 
taken no effective measures to strike at the root of the evil, which. 
in the past couple of months, has epread its tentacles from Dan to 
Reersheba. 

It is a standing surprise to those who have been acquainted with 
the firmness of measures taken by British authorities elsewhere. to 
witness the shully-shallying methods of the Palestine Government. 
which 1s responsible for the hves and property of nationals of so many 
other countries. That Great Britain or her representatives 
Palestine should allow agitation to be waged with impunity, 
hatred fomented without let or hindrance 


in 
race- 
. and a state bordering upon 
rebellion incited almost openly, seems incredible to those nurtured in 
the traditional British regime of sound administration. 

Men have sioned their names to manitestoes certainly well within 
the meanmg of the Seditious Offences Ordinance. Instead of 

carcerating them, the British authorities have remonstrated with 
tiem, pleading with them to desist because their tacties are ill-advised. 

Six weeks too late, measures were enacted under the standing 
Valestine (Defence) Order-in-Counéil of. 1931, providing for the 

opening of shops closed “to coerce the Government of Palestine,” 
the very first step taken by the Government to declare the Arab strike 
an illegal movement. It will probably take as many weeks, if not 
more, to give such regulations the proper effect. 

Yet there are now some 5,000 British soldiers and ‘at least 5,000 
ther members of the Crown forces on the spot it} Palestine, a charge 
upon the local taxpayer—and not (as used to be maliciously alleged by 
certain newspapers) on the British taxpayer, ready to carry out the 
commands of the Chef Executive. The order has not been given; the 
men are kept standing by for the very unlikely eventuality of a mass 
Arab attack on this or that Jewish Colony or Community; no Arab 
will attack in mass formation if he can get the same results by picking 
olf lus victims one by one, with no msk to his own skin. 

The suggestion has been advanced here that there may be a more 
esoteric motive behind the grouping of British troop. battalions here 
than the troubled situation of the country. Negotiations are now 
proceeding for an Anglo-Egyptian treaty or alliance, and the com- 
mentators beheve that, in view of the necessity for re-distributing 
ritish mulitary dispositions in Egypt, the authorities in England 
have decided to.use Palestine as the base for the protection of the 
Suez Canal. The cost of such re-grouping falls just as much on the 
Palestine taxpayer as on the British Exchequer. 

The considerable item of “Defence” in the Palestine Budget consists 
of the payments made to the War Office of the excess cost of maimtainng 
the garrison in Palestine over and above the normal cost of such troops 
in their home stations in England. 


Legalised Self-Defence Essential 

Yet the 10,000 soldiers, policemen, airmen and frontiersmen now 
on active service in Palestine are not being used to prevent the murder 
ot Jew or of British constable in broad daylight; to hunt down and 
extirpate the sniper hiding comfortably in a hullside eynie and taking 
pot-shots at traffic; the behind-the-corner assassin, who must by 
now think that he has a warrant to kill indiscriminately. The High 
Commissioner mety* justifiably ‘declare that the forces at Ins ‘disposal 
cannot cope with individual crime, which is a matter. for. police 
detectives ; in fact; His Excellency has hinted something to that effect. 
In such circumstances, it is incumbent. upon the Palestine Government 
to allow peaceful and law-abiding Jewish residents, who» wish to 
protect their wives and children, to arm themselves in self-defence 
and to give a guarantee that such arms will be used only for self-

It's So Bracing at Auja El Hafir! 
COMEDY OF AGITATORS' DETENTION 
[From our Correspondent—JERUSALEM] 


Just a few months ago the little camel-police post of Auja 
el Hafir was one of the forgotten spots of Palestine, though none 
the less important because if was on. the high road 
Jerusalem and Cairo.

To-day, the air of Sinai, coming across the dunes from the 
Mediterranean, has been adjudged “so bracing” for a number of 
people whom the Government has found unfit to inhabit the towns 
or villages. 

Auja el Hafir,on the very borders of Palestine and Egypt, has been 
selected as “ the place of detention’ for the young Arab gentlemen 
who have found agitation a pleasant pastime during the past couple 
of months. Men like Hassan Sidky Dajany,a Municipal Councillor of 
Jerusalem, or Subhi el-Khadra, a director of the Moslem Religious 
Property (Waqfs) Foundation, or certain sheiks of religion, have been 
ordered to reside in this place “for a period not exceeding one. year” 
so as to remove them from the pastures of their activity. — 

The adventure of one such person, who would prefer to live in 
his native town of Jerusalem and incite others to strike or possibly 
to strew nails in the stveets to impede traffic, has been causing 
much amusement. This man, a lawyer, had brought a statement 
by Arab doctors, two of whom were members of the High Committee 
which is conducting the strike, to show that he was medically unfit 
to reside at Auja el Hafir. The Government summoned two British 
doctors who gave the lawyer a thorough physical examination, and 
decided that, on the contrary, the climate at Auja el Hafir was 
ideally suited to one in his condition. He was sent back from the 
Jerusalem police-station where he was examined. 

Regulations have now been enacted authorising the Inspector: 
General of Police and Prisons to provide for the internal manage- 
ment of “ places of detention " and for the discipline of its inmates. 
There is said to be room at Auja el Hafir for 200 people, which 
would be ample to accommodate all those who are responsible for 
prolonging the present situation in Palestine,

A New Spirit in the Yishuv 
“ STRONG AND OF GOOD COURAGE " 
VIVID PICTURE OF ZIONISM’S TRIUMPH 


The following letter, received by a Correspondent in London, 
gives a vivid impression of the way in which life in Palestine has been 
affected by the present disturbances and of the magnificent spit of 
quiet courage that has entered into the hearts of the Yishuv. It is 
dated June 3rd: 

. To-day is vour birthday. I could not even make your 
traditional straw berry ‘cake for the children to celebrate it, because 
there were no strawberries to be had to-day—the lorries loaded with 
them had to turn back: the road to Tel-Aviv was impassable because 
of an Arab ambush 

I wonder if vou. “over there,” know of all that takes place here. 
The arson. murder, bomb-throwing. tree uprooting, shooting, armbush- 
Ing. Sriipeirig 13 the way, the thing that got under the childrens 
skin. when thev began really to kochen sich (get warmed up), was 
whe 1 thie tree uprooting and crop burning began. This stirred them: 
it got them more than the murders... 

It has developed into a guenila wartare, a partisan wat To 
bring it home to you, picture to yourself us, kept awake 
most of the nicht by bomb explosions and the staccato ol machine- 
suns: or imagine kK putting out the light on our baleony because 
of shooting which sounds too near for his hking. ©: Rinnochka, 
waking up: “Oh, Mummy, there is shooting again,” and I pacifying 
her with: “I give you my word, it is only a door banging next door.” 

Yet life goes on without an interruption; “business as usual.” 
Streets are just is full, cates HuSt “as crowded, shops Open. Not because 
one is really safe—one 1s not—-but because of a really, wonderful 
greatness of spirit. Something has happened to the Jewish people. 
Or perhaps this stamina, this gnt, was always there and at the first 
chance came to the fore. The resoluteness, the. self-discipline, the 
level-headedness, the inner serenity of spirit, are nmuraculous. I know 
what I write sounds enthusiastic; I assure you it is an_under-state- 
ment. This sense of a people sure of itself, this absolute lack of 
pame with which the whole town, the whole Yishuvy, is permeated, 1s 
truly great: all the qualities of which we always thought the Englhish- 
man had the monopoly and which we so wistfully envied him for 
POSSCSSINE. I feel as if a rare experience Wis vouchsafed me to see 
what the Jewish people are really hke. I have not heard one defeatist 
word, seen no quaiing look. 

You have heard the words used, probably used them yourself 
from a platform: “When a people wills”; this is what you feel here : 
The people Wills; the whole of the people, the schoolboy, the old man, 
the tradesman, ‘the speculator, the bearded Hassid with peyot, the 

Halutz, the doctor, the little horror of a broker who haunts Schorr’s 
Café; they are all one in thew adamant, gramte will, which does not 
* reason, which 1s uneonquerable and which says: “We shall not be 
moved; we are here to stay.” I tell vou im all seriousness that it is 
a privilege to have lived here this last month. 

Then there is the great: physical courage.. One 
running away from danger, but towards it. I must tell you a story, 
which will sound as if fabricated but which is. nevertheless, true. It 

may bring a lump into your throat and ought certainly to make you 
hold up your head with decent pride. 

A few days after the beginning of the events, I.was walking along 
Nachilat Benyamin Street when I! became aware of the people 
beginning to run all in one direction; people in cars, lorries and 
bicycles; people holding on to cars, standing on the running-boards, 
all in one direction. I began to think that the Arabs had broken 
through and entered Tel-Aviv. I was just going to ask Someone, 
when I heard at my elbow a woman stop an elderly bearded man : 

“Reb Itzchak, where are you running to?” 

“The Arabs have attacked the Schunat Shapiro quarter.” 

_ “Good heavens, Reb Itzchak, don’t you see that it is dangerous 
for you? You are running right into it.

ARAB APPROVAL OF JEWISH IMMIGRATION 


The articles of the “Treaty of Friendship,” signed in London : 
January 3rd, 1919, which was the outcome of conversations betwe: 
Feisal, later King of Iraq, T. E. Lawrence and Dr: Chaim Weizmat 
were included in an article by Dr. Weizmann in Wednesday’s Trvr- 
The articles, some of which have been summarised. were as follow 

ArticLe I.--The Arab State and Palestine in all their relations anc 
undertakings shall be controlled by the most cordial goodwill and unde: 
standing, and to this end Arab and Jewish duly accredited agents sh 
be established and maintained in the respective territories. 

ARTICLE II provided for the determination of the boundaries betwee! 
the Arab State and Palestine. 

ArticLe III.—In the establishment of the Constitution a) 
Administration of Palestine, all such measures shall be adopted as w!' 
aliord the fullest guarantees for carrying intd. effect the Britis! 
Government's Declaration of November 2nd, 1917. 

Article 1V.—All necessary measures shall be taken to encourage and 
Stimulate immigration of Jews into Palestine on a large scale, and 
as quickly as possible to settle Jewish immigrants on the land through 
closer settlement and intensive cultivation of the soil. In taking such 
measures, the Arab peasant and tenant farmers shall be protected in their 
rights, and shall be assisted in forwarding their economic development. 

ARTICLE V provided for full religious freedom. 

ArTicLE VI.—The Mohammedan Holy Places shall be uncer 
Mohammedan control. 

In Articte VII, the Zionist Organisation undertook to assist t!¢ 
Arab State with the advice of its economic experts. They agreed, 10 
Article VIII, to act in aecord on matters embraced in the pact be! re 
the Peace Congress, and in Article IX to ‘submit any dispute to tie 
British Government’s arbitration. 

The leading figure among the Arab representatives at the Pes:e 
Conference of January, 1919, was the Emir Feisal. He appeared betcre 
the Supreme Council of the Conference, to whom he submitted the Ar) 
claims to an independent national existence. Regarding Palestine, |\° 
made the following statement : 

‘On account of its universal character, I shall leave Palestine 
on one side for the mutual consideration of all paceee interestc.

The erection of a jetty and the acquisition of new 
lighters in Egypt may be the beginning of a permanent port which in 
a short time will challenge the rocky barner of Jafla port. The off- 
loading at Tel-Aviv, carried out in stormy weather, shows that there 
is nothing to stop such a development if the Government consents. 
Certainly the eagerness with which the Jews subscribed capital for 
this venture demonstrated great confidence in its future. It is clear 
that those Jews who have for long urged the increase of facilities at 
Jaffa port will now concentrate on the development of Tel-Aviv. 
Jewish ships and Jewish merchants and immigrants will in future desire 
to land at Haifa and Tel-Aviv instead of at Jaffa. 

Another early development will be the completion of the coastal 
road between Haifa and Tel-Aviv. This is now indispensable, both 
for security and for economic development. 

In other directions the Yishuv is likely to see considerable develop- 
ments as a direct result of recent happenings. The Government has 
found that it cannot trust Arab buses and taxis, and troops are now 
being moved in Jewish vehicles. These are likely to increase m 
number. The same considerations which have induced the Government 
to employ them will force them to increase the number: of Jews 
employed in the police force and in all public works; on the railways, 
at the docks and in Government undertakings. There will also be a 
considerably increased reliance of the Jewish urban’ populatiorron the 
agricultural production of Jewish farms. This will stimulate their 
output and their sale of vegetables and dairy products. Lastly, there 
will be a greater disinclination on the part of the Jews to employ Arab 
labourers, both for security and on economic grounds. 

The time has not yet come to enquire which of these develop- 
ments are in the long run most valuable for the country. But there can 
be no question that their immediate effect will be to consolidate and 
strengthen the Yishuv.

Sentenced on Evidence of a Child 


In Paderborn, a Jewish slaughterer, Albert Sissman, aged fifty- 
eight, has been sentenced to four months’ imprisonment for slaughter- 
ing a cow according to the Jewish ritual, which is now prohibited in 
Germany. The slaughterer staunchly denied the accusation. The only 
witness against him was a fourteen-year-old boy. The Court of Appeal 
has confirmed the sentence, adding that the evidence of a fourteen- 
year-old “Aryan” boy is more trustworthy than that of a Jew. 
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More Bankruptcies 


The latest figures of trade and commerce show an increase in the 
number of bankruptcies and sales by auction Apart from the fact 
that they demonstrate that the Nazi propaganda ot WAproy ed economia 
conditions is without foundation, thei significance to us lies in the 
collapse of the Nazi theory that the country has benefited from the 
transfer of Jewish businesses to “Aryan” hands. The fact is that a 
number of the bankruptcies and sales by auction are to be traced to 
“Aryans” who acquired once flourishing Jewish businesses, but who 
did not know how to manage them. It is for the Nazis now to explain 
who benefited from such a procedure. 


GERMAN NEWS ITEMS 

Tae Minister of the Interior has issued instractions to all State 
Governments that the police should record the-religion of all arrested 
persons. In the case of baptised Jews, the police are ordered to record 
not only their religion, but also the fact that they were born members 
of the Jewish creed.

The brochure, which is specially 
written for school use, tells the children that the Jew is a destructive 
element who must be vigorously opposed, and outlines the Nazi pro- 
gramme on the Jewish question. The same firm also announces a 
pamphlet on “ Racial Teachings for the German Youth,” pmee I2 
pfennigs.

World Condemnation of Nuremberg Laws 
APPEAL TO BRITISH GOVERNMENT 


The plenary session of the Twentieth Congress of the International 
Federation of the League of Nations’ Societies, meeting in Glasgow 
last. week, unanimously adopted the resolution introduced by the 
Dutch League of Nations’ Seciety, condemnimg the Nuremberg laws 
and the persecution of the Jews in Germany and expressing the hope 
that the League Assembly would consider measures called for by the 
state of aflairs in Germany. (The text of the resolution was given in 
last week's JEWISH CHRONICLE.) It also unanimously adopted a resolu- 
tion urging faeilitation of the unnugration of Jewish refugees into 
Palestine. 

Mrs. Edgar Dugdale, Rapporteur on the first resolution, pointed 
out that the Federation was discussing the question for the third time. 
She expressed regret at the absence of the German delegates to. the 
Congress, which she ascribed as probably due to their bad conscience. 
Nhe stressed that it was the moral duty of the Federation to condemn 
aggression of the Third Reich against innocent and unprotected Jewish 
eitizens. She emphasised the tragedy of German-Jewish youth and 
children who were deprived of human rights. The resolution before the 
Federation, Mrs. Dugdale declared, was inadequate and moderate. 
Speaking with knowledge of British public feeling, she declared, 
she considered the Jewish situation in Germany an obstacle to friendly 
relations between Britain and Germany. 


‘* Facilitate Jewish Immigration to Palestine '’ 

The second resolution, regarding the immigration of Gernnan 
reiugees, stated that “the Plenary Congress asks Great Britain, as 
the Mandatory Power of Palestine, to facilitate the ‘immigration of 
Jewish refugees into the Jewish National Home to the utmost extent, 
consistent with the obligations of the Mandate.” The resolution was 
submitted by Dr. Kose, and seconded by Dr. Czerwinski, of Czecho- 
slovakia. Dr. N. Feinberg, the Palestinian delegate, referred to the 
present disorders in Palestine. Violenée and acts of vandalism, he 


declared, would not weaken the determination of the Jewish people to 
rebuild their National Home.

Jewish Clergy and Hospital Visitation 
Complaint of Neglect 


From Mrs. E. K. WOLFOWITZ 


To the Editor of Tune Jewisn CHRONICLE 

Sir,—I have read your article in THe Jewish CHRONICLE 
conceruing the Manchester Hebrew Visitation Board, and from m\ 
own experience am quite in agteement with Mr. Nathan Laski. 

To say that the Manchester bkospita!s are constantly visited by 
our Jewish clergy is absolutely false. { had the misfortune to be a 
patient in the women’s surgical ward of the Manchester Northern 
Hospital recently, from April 15th to May Srd, during which time 
not one Jewish Minister came into our ward. 

l asked several of the staff and all the non-Jewish Ministers who 
came, whether any Jewish Ministers attended the Jewish patients, 
and each time the answer was, “ No, we never get them here.” 

I was ashamed and humiliated, and so was the Jewish lady in 
the next bed. In fact she was s0 grateful for the kindness of the 
non-Jewish clergy that she joined in all the hymm-singing—just 
out of gratitude. 

And that was in a hospital right in the heart of the Manchester 
Jewish Community!

pondent in Manchester was asked to investigate the comp atut. He 
reports as follows: 

I have made full inquiries at the Northern Hospital about Jewish 
Visiting. It seems to be a very rare thing in the ordinary way, although, 
as your correspondent says in her letter, the Hospital is in the heart, 
more or less, of the Jewish district. lLinterviewed a number of people on 
the subject and this is the information they gave me: | ein: 

LADY ALMONER: Has seen a Jewish Minister, she thinks, visiting a 
Jewish male patient a few days after the patient's admission, but never 
again in six weeks. She does not think that Jewish Ministers come 
often, if at all, to the general wards, Another patient, very ill, had no 
Visits, 

Sister (Male Surgical Ward): Practically same report as Lady 

oner. A Nurse also confirmed this. 

SISTER AND NURSE (Female Medical Ward): Nothing in the way of 
Visiting to speak of. " 

NURSE (Children’s Ward): Never seen a Jewish Minister, She asked 
tue if I was one! 
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PATIENTS: I spoke to six Jewish men patients in the Surgical Ward. 
lwo have seen a visitor once. 

Two Jewish women in the Medical Ward had not long been in. but 
had seen no Jewish minister. They were disappointed about it, especially 
as the other patients have their regular visits from clergymen ne of 
the two has been in three times and says she feels it keenlw when sahe is 
Civen a Christian hymn hook by a Visiting clerevman for thr acrvice 
or singing that he conducts (duplicating Mrs. Wolfowitz's experierce. 
apparentiy), They feel that Jewish ministers oueht to visit, as the othe 
clergy are so regular. 

ina private room is a woman pationt just now who has been in since 
April 23rd, I believe. She has had a visit from a Minister who introduced 
bimself. She has had visits from the Ministers of her own Svuagoene. 

The consensus of opinion seems to be that visiting at that hos] ital 
leaves something to be desired. It has been newly made into a general 
hospital for nursing registration purposs afte in rit’ for yocars fo 
women and children only. All the Jewish patients unite in their prais: 
of the excellent treatment they get there.

“From the very beginning 
an amalgam of different races. . . . A continiious process of moral and 
spiritual development, of absorption and fusion, constitute, therefore, the 
two essential characteristics of what may be called our race. . . . How, 
under.such concaitions, could we fall into the error of fostering a ‘ racist 
exclusiveness? . . . The quality, the devotion of . . 
Frenchmen is all that matters.” ' 

Ile quotes one of his supporters as saying: “The names of numbers 
of good Frenchmen have a foreign sound. But those who reproach them 
with it have forgotten all those patronymics which, engraved upon the 
humble wooden crosses of the Front, have thus been consecrated French 
once and for all.” 

It is a thousand pities that M. de la Rocaue, after setting out thus 
with a basis of unimpeachable good sense, devotes a couple of pages toa 
tirade against the German-Jewish refugees who have recently established 
themselves in France. One would have imagined that these sufferers 
from Teutonic “frightfulness” would evoke an especially warm 
chord of sympathy in his breast. While specifically declaring himsell 
opposed to anti-Semitism, he leaves the way open by this expression of 
opinion for a dangerous outburst of Jew-baiting.

Dr. W ilhelm Grau, the Director of the Nazi Burean for Research in 
Jewish History (which has recently been set up) is a young historian who 
made his name in anti-Semitic circles with a Doctorate thesis on the 
expulsion of the Jews from Ratisbon in 1519. ‘This has since been 
published under the title ANTISEMITISMUS IM SPAETEN MITTELALTER, It is 
a historical study carried on in the full tradition of the Nazi ideology, the 
tragic episode being presented as a sixteenth century attempt to deal 
with the “‘ problem ™ triumphantly solved by Adolf Hitlerin the twenticth. 
The author’s sneers against ‘ false objectivity ” indicate the spirit of the 
historical productions which are likely. to appear under the auspices of 
the new Institute. 


Fedor Kaul, a Jewish novelist now exiled from Germany, has 
written a new book called Maniv (Geoffrey Bles, 7s. 6d.), which deals 
with the influence exercised by a powerful personality upon a young 
man, who turns out to be a psychic medium. Although Leng, the 
subject, is able to foretell the future in trance. he can do nothing to 
avert the disasters which he can foresee. The author has, in the 
Continental manner, a fine sense of atmosphere and great descriptive 
powers.

Sir, —Every svyinpathy be felt for your Correspondents who 
wish for action to be taken against the malicious and lying propaganda 
of the anti-Semites, but, in my opmion, pro-Jewish propaganda on a large 
scale as an answer to our detractors, 1s not only unpracticable, but ts 
also a very dangerous procedure that may have just the reverse eflect. 

It must be remembered that anti-Semitism is a virus with a peat hie- 
legical complex, and as such, cannot be cured by logic and reasoning 
if facts and reason could cure anti-Serartism the Jewish nullennium would 
have been achieved long ago. Judged by all civilised st: nda tits the Jewish 
people have right on their side, but, alas, this is an age (let us hope baat 
temporary) where Might is proclaamed Right; and agamst the bully and 
anti-Semite reasoning 1s a futile weapon. 

If the Jewish Community is offictally gomg to reply to all the malicious 
nonsense spouted about the Jews; it will only give stich mouthings free 
publicity; which is exactly what the authors desire. It would only start 
ua vicious circle with very doubtful results. 

The position is really this. The Press of this country, with very few 
exceptions, do not print anti-Jewish propaganda. In fact, their comments 
are pro-Jewish, not because of the love for the Jew but because of the 
great traditions that they are upholding, the traditions ot fair play and 
the freedom of the individual. The only way In which great harm could 
be done to Jewry in this country would be by anti-Jewish propaganda 
via the National Press. As that is, thank goodness, not likely to happer 
now. or even in the near future, under our democratic regime, there is no 
need to advertise through Jewish propaganda the obscure, if somewhat 
noisy, anti-Semitic element in this country, 

If your Correspondents really believe that by forming a Jewish 
Defence Organisation (assuming that such an orgamsation rs at all 
possible) which will parry each blow on the Jew by counter arguments 
and so save the situation, they are, in my opinion, sadly mistaken. In 
fact, the n&ed for Jewish propaganda is already catered for by each week's 
issue of Tur Jewisn CuronicLte. With its wide circulation, there is no 
doubt that many Gentiles have learnt the real truth by perusing its pages: 
The only real hope for the Jew lies in ordered and civilised government 
where each individual has his or her 
undoubted mghts as a human being. Under this enhghtened system, the 
lies and calumnies of the anti-Semites are mere froth on the ocean of 
democratic government. May this system long prevail. : 

My contention is, that Jews, instead of wasting their time on paid 
agitators and racial fanaties, should, instead, work with might and main 
in consolidating the position of their own National Home in Palestine. 
That is the finest advertisement for the Jew of to-day. . It is deeds, not 
mere words, that count in the long run. By pointing to Palestine and 
showing the Gentile world what the Jew is capable of achieving under 
free conditions, he can make the pernicious vapouring of our anti-Semites 
appear ridiculous,

Poland: Pogrom in Minsk-Mazowiecki 


JEWISH POPULATION FLEES IN PANIC 


Four Reported Killed, Forty-one Injured 


PREMIER PROMISES STRONG ACTION 

Strong police re-inforcements have now been drafted to the 
town of Minsk-Mazowiecki, thirty miles from Warsaw, following a 
pogrom attack on the local Jewish population in comparison with 
which the Przytyk attack almost pales into insignificance. For 
nearly a week, mob-law and Endek incitement reigned supreme, 
and of the 7,000 local Jews. 5,000 fled panic-stricken to Warsaw and 
other places, where they are being cared for by Jewish institutions. 

The 2,000 who remained, mostly the aged and infirm, barricaded 
themselves in their homes .and were besieged for four days, 
during which time they were entirely without food. In the course 
of the rioting, which began on Tuesday of last week follow- 
ing the murder of a Polish soldier by a 82-years-old Jewish 


killed and «forty-one injured, seven of them seriously. Large 
numbers of Jewish shops. have been looted and burned. 
it is stated that Sper ial messengers were sent oul by the Endeks 
into the neighbouring villages summoning the peasants to come 
ind beat Jews, as the hour has arrived.” The peasants streamed in, 
many of them with sacks ready for looting. Intense anti-Semitic 
inda had been carried on by local Endeks ever since last 


veal lhis led to numerous assaults on Jews culminating in the 
stabbing of a-Jew.at the beginning of May. 

Simultaneously with the Minsk outbreak, anti-Jewish excesses

where the mob, incited by leaflets, demolished a number of Jewish 


shops, assaulted Jews and smashed windows of Jewish houses. 
l’olice detachments were immediately dispatched to both towns. 

\t the instance of the Public Prosecutor, one hundred persons 
have been arrested on the charge of participation in the attack. The 
entire local police force bas been transferred from the town and 
replaced by police from Warsaw, who have been given tear-gas 
bombs with instructions to use them, if necessary, in case of 
emergency. 

Pitiful Scenes 

\ JEWISH CHRONICLE representative who visited Minsk-Mazow- 
iecki, réports that the situation there is frightful. The Jewish 
juarter resembles a city of the dead, with the shells of gutted 
houses adding horror to the picture. <All shops are closed, 
their windows smashed and boarded up. ‘The scene when food 
supplies and relief arrived from Warsaw was pitiful. The starving 
lews who had been unable to leave their houses, refused at first to 
venture out of doors, and were only gradually reassured that the 
danger had—for the moment—passed. 

The fact that in a big town, in close proximity to Warsaw, such 
a pogrom could occur and last for several days has caused disquiet 
not only in Jewish but also official circles. . Speaking in the Sejm, 
General Skladkowski, the new Premier, made reference to the 
pogrom, and said that the Government would not tolerate disorder. 

The refugees in Warsaw are now. being advised by the 
authorities to return to Minsk-Mazowiecki on the assurance that 
order has now been restored. Jews are now begining to comply 
with this advice.

Nazi Threat to Murder Well-Known Zionist 


Extreme resentment has been aroused in Czechoslovakia by the 
action of the Nazi wireless station in Munich in broadcasting an 
attack on the well-known Czechoslovakian Zionist, Dr. Emil 
M argulies, accusing him of active co-operation with a Socialist group 
alleged to be planning to assassinate Hitler. Dr. Margulies has 
taken prompt steps to deny the libel in the most categorical terms. 
but Hitlerist agents in Czechoslovakia are still threatening him 
with assassination and the authorities are taking steps to protect 
him from Nazi violence. . 

It is believed that the libel against Dr. Margulies was invented 
by the German Nazis in order to avenge old scores. It is well.

Leon Blum, the First Jewish Premier 
Some Biographical Details 


l'ollowing the resignation of the Sarrant Government last week, 
M. Leon Blum, the leader of the French Socialist Party, has now 
ent.red into office as Premier without Portfolio. 

M. Blam, who was born in 1872, 
was the son of a wealthy Jewish 
ribbon manufacturer who had 
moved to Paris from Alsace. 
Following a distinguished career 
as a civil servant, he actively 
entered politics in 1914. He had 
always had Socialist sympathies 
and had been a member of the 
United Socialist Party since its 
formation in 1903. Previously he 
had “devilled" for Maitre Labori 
when the latter was preparing the 
defence of Zola after the J'ACCUSE 
article on the Dreyfus case. 

In 1919, M. Blum sat for the 
(Chamber for the first time and won 
his seat despite sweeping Right 
victories. Within eighteen months 

M, LEON BLUM he became a leading figure in 
national politics, bringing about a 
revival in the Socialist Partv, of which he became President 
in 1924. To-day. at the age of sixty-four, he is one of the best-loved 
and at the same time best-hated men in France. Last February, 
when the ire of the anti-Jewish “ Action Francaise,’ stirred by 
murderous incitement in its political organ, rose to such a pitch that 
i. Blum was violently assaulted by Royalist supporters, there was a 
storm of indignation throughout the country. The assault only 
served to increase M. Bluam’s popularity among Left-wing and 
nioderate elements, and the sentence of imprisonment on the Royalist 
leader, Charles Maurras, was generally greeted with satisfaction. 
M. Blam is well-known in France for his Zionist sympathies, 
lle is said to have been converted to Zionism by Dr. Weizmann and 
by M. A. Bernard, a brother of the well-known defender of Dreyfus, 
M. Bernard Lazare. who was also a notable figure in the French 
Socialist movement and a Zionist. M. Blum was present at the 
Zurich Congress in 1929, when the extended Jewish Agency was

The Heidelberg Controversy 


Widespread Protests Against Participation 
[From our Correspondent—New York} 


Although reports from Berlin state that seventeen American 
and Canadian universities will participate in the forthcoming 550th 
Anniversary Celebrations of the University of Heidelberg, five of 
the universities named on the official list issued by the Heidelberg 
Authorities have denied the truth of the statement. Four of these 
universities—Virginia, Western Reserve, Davidson College and the 
Alberta University of Canada—will absent themselves completely 
from the Celebrations, while a fifth, Vassar, will not be officially 
represented, although a Vassar professor will attend the ceremony 
in a personal capacity. The twelve uriversities which will attend 
the Celebrations are John Hopkins, Lousiana State, Birmingham 
Southern College, Harvard, Idaho, Cornell, Kentucky, Michigan, 
Stanford, Vanderbilt, Yale and Columbia. 

Meanwhile vigorous student protests against participation are 
being conducted. Recently, undergraduates demonstrated in front 
of the home of Dr. Nicliolas Murray Butler, President of Columbia 
University, but were dispersed by police. The Yale University 
authorities have issued a statement that acceptance of the invitation 
does not alter Yale's condemnation of the control exercised by the 
present German Government over Universities.”

ANNUAL REPORT 


The Settlement. which has its headquarters at 31, Alfred Place, Store 
Street. Tottenham Court Road. and connected with the West Central 
Girls’ Club, has issued its twelfth Annual Report. It ts conducted as a 
charitable centre for the Jewish families living in the St. Pancras, Holborn, 
Marylebone and Westminster districts, and its activities include matters of 
health, children’s recreation, education and the finding of employment. 
The Settlement assumes responsibility for the health work among about 
800 club families; it watches over the children before club age; it gives 
club members their industrial start in life; and it concerns itself with the 
inarried members and their children. The Settlement (says the report) ts 
in close touch with the neighbouring hospitals and schools and with all 
the Jewish communal agencies for the physical and social betterment of 
the people in whom they are interested. The Married Members’ Guild 
has a membership of over 300, who meet occasionally on Sunday after- 
noons for discussion on topics of interest. The two health clinics of the 
Settlement, under Dr. Elliott and Mr. Loader, do a great deal of preven- 
tive work, and Miss Lazarus follows up all cases which pass through the 
clinics. The Settlement needs more tinancial assistance, and donations

Order Achei Brith and Shield of Abraham 


FORTY-EIGHTH ANNUAL REPORT 
[From our Correspondent] 


The annual report is characterised by quiet confidence and 
cautious optimism, both of which qualities generally help to make 
most progress. It is only the truth to record that the Order never 
allows itself to fall a victim to the snare of vainglorious claims 
which ill accord with the actual facts. On the contrary, the Achei 
Brith has the courage to write of “returns which. do not disclose 
evidence of permanent improvement inthe numerical position,” and 
of “ spasmodic efforts, often associated with an installation meeting 
causing a fintter of excitement which quickly disappears.” One 
prefers this language to the over-heated and sycophantic slush 
which sometimes finds its way into other documents. 

The actual membership appears to be causing concern. It stood at 
9.452 for December Slst, 1935, comprising 6,438 men, and 1,875 women 
and 1,159 juveniles and compares with 9,606 at the endof 1934, Although 
there were more entrants in the men’s Lodges than in the previous year, 
the losses were greater, resulting in a net decrease. The Ladies’ Lodges 
also lost ground. The challenge trophy for the Men's Lodge showing the 
largest increase will again be held by the Sir Robert Waley Cohen Lodge, 
which enjoys the distinction of winning this trophy four years in succession: 
while in the ladies’ section, the Rachel Mindelsohn Lodge has the best 
record and, therefore, becomes the holder of the ladies’ challenge trophy. 

Generally speaking, the result of the Valuation Report covering the 
years 1930-33, is of a satisfactory character, but we are told that as many 
as fourteen Lodges have a degree of solvency of less than l4s. in the <&, 
making it necessary for these branches to consider ways and means of 
oproving their actuarial position. The funeral benefit fund has been 
re-organised by the abandonment of the levy system and by stabilisation 
based npon the combined standard contributions and levy then operating. 
Centralisation of collections has not yet been accepted by the Grand 
Lodge, but the Report hints that the narrow margin by which the proposal 
was last defeated indicates that delegates have formed a more favourable 
view. Efforts to interest the younger members in social and literary 
activities bave been checked by the closing down of the Absa Clab Circle 
despite several outstanding successes during the period that the Circle 
functioned, 

lhe Convalescent Home at Etchingham gives entire satisfaction, and 
ihe administration of the Matron, Miss Gamblett, is praised... Improve- 
ments have recently been introduced, After another year’s experience 
of making provision for. unsuitable cases by means of a cash grant for 
alternative convalescent benetits, the Home Committee became convinced 
that the arrangement did not conform with the intentions of the Grand 
Lodge, and negotiations have been entered into with .the authority 
responsible for the Convalescent Home at Walton for the reception of 
such cases, An excellent account is given of the progress of the Juvenile 
Endowment Section. The Order recognises that the time and attention 
given tothe juveniles are of paramount importance. By care and consistent 
attention, the district group system has now been well established, and 
under the guidance of leaders, the members are able to enjoy a varied 
programme of attractions. 

Communal effort remains one of the most prominent features of 
Achei Brith a tivity. ihe sam of £3,000 was contributed to. the cause of 
German Jewry, and £1,000 to the Fund established.by the Association of 
Jewish Friendly Societies, two-fifths of the total sum raised in that way. 
Last year the Achei Brith Savings Association distributed £10,000. The 
erdinary funds.of the Order stand at £35,842, and National Health Insur- 
ance assets at £77,549, representing working class savings froin this Order 
alone of over £160,000. The membership of the State-insured section is 
15,500 of whom 9,083 are men and over 6.400 women.

Sin,—The Rev. A. A. Green of Sheffield does not exaggerate the annoyanees 
we Provincial Jews suffer through the importunate Jewish travelling 
mendicant. He knows our weakness. ‘To refuse, means the threat 
of his going to the workhouse and we fear he nay thus cause a Chillué 
Hashem. Mr. Green speaks of the local Boards of Guardians doing 
much to put down the system. But the suffering is greatest where 
the Congregation is small and where a Board or other philanthropic 
society does not exist. The few Jews are glad to pay blackmail to 
hurry the ir ne’er-do-well brother out of the town. They feel keenly 
the disgrace of his appearance in the streets and they hasten to 
inform him where he can find the Gabbai who will give him the 
usual dole on condition that he leaves the town forthwith, But 
he is no fool. He first biceds us all individually and then only 
does he condescend to take the Kahal’s money and betake himself 
to the next Kebillab. Like a ¢dentleman traveller, be bas his regular 
round and visits his customers three or four times a year with 
unvarying regularity. I know one of these who gocs the “ South- 
Fastern Circuit’ and actually gets a start each journey from the 
London Board. He is not the worst specimen of his class, for he has 
a joke and a good story for us, and puts us into such good humour 
that for the life of us we cannot refuse him... .

They have pitched thei els places unknown to the 
wide-eyed tounst and the hasty hiker, quiet places that are merely on 
the way of other people and stay stil only for the artist Constable, 
Crome, Cotman-—they did not try to make pictures Ol beauty 
Spots; tead, thes mace famous pictures ot places the beauty of which 
they alone saw. In walking into the forengn Highlands and trying: to 
eonfine their untamable grandeur within a frame, Dr. Marx's vaulting 
ambition o’erleaps itself. There is a resultant. loss of the mmdividuality 
one found so attractive in his exhibition at the Aeolian Hall last year. 
\ few of these earlier works are included in this exhibition. One learns 
with surprise that Dr. Marx studied under Othon Friesz, most lovely and 
luminous of painters, for luminosity ts just what Dr. Marx lacks and these 
Highland paintings need. 


G'uckmann’s Exquisite Saloneries 

A few yards down Bond Street, at. Tooth’s,. Gmgory Gluckmann 
provides a complete contrast... Here 1s really luminous painting by a 
master of the brush. Gluckmann, who is a Russian Jew naturalised m 
France, can do exquisite things, and one is at once amazed by the 
loveliness he can put.on canvas. Yet the attraction does not last. 

His principal works are nudes, and he ts lucky in having a magmifi- 
cent model. In his technical methods and his feeling, he travels from the 
early Flemish masters through Ingres to Carnére. | Sometimes he 1s 
‘“‘soapy,’’ and one feels a pin would prick the bubble. In spite of the 
heady delights of finding an artist who has taken the trouble completely 
to master his materials, one cannot help feeling that in these nudes 
Gluckmann is just a Salon artist. For the nude is to the Pans Salon 
what the portrait is to the Royal Academy, except that, being more 
pleasant for the artist, it is usually better done. | 

Perhaps his best works are his little Gonversation pieces, modernis- 
tically entitled compositions,’ in which his sensitive brush parts the 
materials of women’s clothing iis exquisitely as their flesh, and in which 
his charming sense of colour provides an additional attraction. His ability 
to catch an attitude of breathless beauty, im particular the turn of a 
lovely head, also has full seope in these smaller, but more satisfying, 


works.

The New Hebrew Congregation 
From Mr. MAX, MORRIS (Chairman, Building Commitice) 
To the Editor of Tur Jewisa CHRONICLE 


Sir,—-On Sunday next (June 14th), the foundation-stone of this 
Synagogue will be laid in the presence of the Chief Rabbi of the Britis}: 
Empire. This historic event is of great interest to the Liverpool Jew ish 
Community, particularly to the residents of the Sefton Park and 
Calderstones districts. 

As is already known, the new building, when completed, will replace 
the present Synagogue of the Hope Place Hebrew Congregation built 1m 
1856, and originally established as the New Hebrew Congregation in 1836. 
What this Congregation has meant to the Liverpool Jewish Communit, 
during the past century has been historically recorded in a book written 
by Mr. Philip Ettinger, a past President of this Synagogue and « 
prominent communal worker of this city. Now, for very many years, 
this Congregetion has been faced with a serious problem. Hope Place 
has outlived its usefulness. Members were demanding a new site more 
convemently situated to their residences. For nearly fifteen years certain 
sites were under consideration. It was, however, felt that this was not 
only a case for the members of Hope Place, as the entire residentia! 
district of Sefton Park would have to be considered. Obviously, the 
difficulty of distance and inconvenience was felt by members of other 
Congregations. At a private meeting between the Wardens of Princes 
Road Synagogue and Hope Place ten years ago, which I was responsible 
for calling, it was proposed to amalgamate these two principal Synagogues 
of this city. It was suggested to close Hope Place, and with the umted 
effort to provide a new Synagogue for the Sefton Park area. Unfortunately, 
Princes Road were not ready for such amalgamation, and so year after 
year it was becoming increasingly necessary for the establishment of such 
a Synagogue. The opening of Religion Classes in Smithdown Road, as a 
result of the strenuous efforts of two active young members and by the 
generosity of another important member of our Congregation, soon made 
it evident that there was urgent need for action. The Synagogue even- 
tually established in these premises after extensive alterations, now called 
the Sefton Park Congregatiwn, has undoubtedly been of valuable service 
to the Jewish residents of that district, but, useful as it has proved to 
be, it must be admitted that it can hardly be considered to be sufficient 
for the needs and demands of this thickly populated area. 

The proposition to build a Synagogue at the junction of Dunbalbin 
Road and Queen’s Drive can only mean the establishment of another 
sinall and separate Community.

Herodas, First Protector of J: wish. Sport 


If the Hellenic Sport had not been connected with things 
absolutely distasteful to Jewish mentality, Hellenisin, as far as sport 
was concerned, would hardly have met such strong opposition 
Herodes was an enchanted supporter of the Olympic Games, and 
wanted to transplant them even to Palestine One must know that 
at that time already, “Olyimpic Games” merely meant “international” 
sport and art competitions on a very large scale. In‘ Caesaria. 
Jerusalem, and other Palestine cities, stadiums were erected, the ruins 
of which can be seen to this day. it might sound strange, but we have 
to regard Herodes as the first great patron of Jewish sport. It is 
true the. Jewish nation had to collect the funds, but it is also a fact 
that Herodes. through gifts of great sums of money, did ve ry much to 
revive the ancient glamour of the genuine Olympic Games in Olyinpia 
itself. This once famous festival had already lost much of its former 
mportance and splendour. Hérodes was appointed a high official at 
Olympia, a honorary juror.. We know this from Flavius Josephus, 
though it has hardly been recognised up till now. 


Rabbi Akiba, Creator cf Jewish Swimm'ng 


The. greatest merit for furthering Jewish sport is due to Rabbi 
Akiba. It is true that swimming must have been known and generally 
cultivated among Jewry for centuries, but only Rabbi Akiba imposed 
it*upon the Jews as a kind of law. He laid down the principle that 
every Jewish father had to take care that his.son became a swirnmer. 
He went so far as to draw authority for this duty from a verse of 
the Bible (Talmud Jerushalmi, Kidduschim I. 11). If one takes into 
consideration that this law to develop a “nation of swimmers” dates 
back 1,800 years, one wonders at Jewish modesty which seldom made 
use of this proud fact. A special apparatus was constructed to teach 
swimming en masse, but unfortunately no particulars about that 
machine have come down to our times. 
astonished that the question whether it should be permitted to swim 


on the Sabbath and festival days is widely discussed in that old 
Jewish literature. 


A Jewish Gladiator
